HER EVIDENCE 
INJURES THAW. 


Evelyn Is Forced to Tell of 
Threat Against Her. 


Begs Court to Be Excused 
from Answering. | 


Reply Would Incur ‘Animos- 
ity of Her Husband. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


WHITE PLAINS (N. Y.) July 16.— 
Evelyn Nesbit Thaw went on the 
stand here téday and gave damaging 
testimony against her husband, Harry 
K. Thaw. Her testimony was the 
strongest point scored so far by the 
State, in its fight to’ keep Thaw in 
the asylum for the criminal insane at 
Matteawan. 

When the day's session was con- 
cluded an adjournment until July 26 


was taken. 

For three days the State has been 
trying to bring out that Thaw threat- 
ened his wife's life on one of her 
visits to Matteawan. The State wished 
to show irrationality on Thaw’'s part. 

Theaw's attorney at failed to 
show that the alleged conversation at 
Matteawan was confidential as be- 
tween husband and wife. 
Mre. Thaw was apprehensive when 
testifying. She was quoted as saying 
she testified because of the treatment 
she received at the hands of the Thaw 
family, but on the stand she appar- 
ently struggled hard not to tell. 
“Did Harry K. Thaw threaten to 
take your life?” she was asked directly 
by Deputy Attorney-General Clarke. 
“Did he at any time say this to you 
or this in substance: ‘I shall have 

to kill you when I get out of here?” 
APPEALS TO COURT. 

Evelyn Thaw turned appealing to 
Justice Mills. She begged to be al- 
lowed not to answer, because she said 
she knew she would incur Thaw’'s 
everlasting animosity, and’ her attitude 
indicated that she believed he might 
carry out his alleced threat. She also 
urged with some show of feeling that 
she was still Thaw'’s wife,*and no 
matter how he had treated her, she 
did not want to testify against him. 

But the court ruled that the only 
possible grounds upon which she 
could decline to answer were that it 
would tend to incriminate her, and he 
added he. did not see how that would 
be applicable to her situation. 

Then she said, in a low voice: 

“Yea, he did.” 

“What were his exact words?” de- 
manded Mr. Clark. 
“He said: ‘When 1 get out of here 
} suppese I will have to kill you.’” 

“Why did he say that?’ 

“We were discursing his mental con- 
dition, I had asked him what he meant, 
and he said: ‘You know I was not 
crazy on the night that [I shot White.’ 
T asked him again and he sald: ‘You 
know that I missed White by two min- 
utes on the day before.’” 

THAW NOT SURPRISED.

TEHERAN, 


SHAH OF PERSIA FLEES TO 
RUSSIAN LEGATION FOR SAFETY. 


Superb Rontes of Travel. 


EHERAN (Persia) rFi- 
day, July 16, 10 a.m.—The 


Shah has just taken refuge 
in the Russian legation. 

A deputation from the British 
and Russian legations is now 
on its way to inform the Na- 
tionalist leaders of the fact. 


' TEHERAN (Persia) July 15.—Despite 
efforts of Gen. Liakhoff, Military Gov- 
ernor of Teheran, to open negotiations 
with Nationalist leaders, and the 
agreement on both sides to cease hos- 
tilities, street fighting was in progress 
throughout the day between Persian 
Cossacks and the Nationalists around 
Artillery Square, and between the 
Royalist Bakhtiaris and the newly- 
arrived Nationalists and revolution- 
ary Bakhtiaris. 

Insurgents continue in the ascend- 
ancy and, as reinforcements are con- 
tinually reaching them, the outcome in 
their favor appears to be foregone. 
The Shah remains obdurate and 
probably will insist upon holding out 
until the Nationalists’ are 
trained on the Sultanatabad Palace. 
Control of the Royalist troops really 
has passed from the hands of the Shah

PRESIDENT IS FIRM. 

WASHINGTON, July 15.—Slight, but 
unmistakable, evidence of friction be- 
tween the President and the conferees 
on the tariff bill have become appar- 
ent. 

A last effort by the conferees to in- 
duce the President to consent to strik- 
ing out the corporation-tax amend- 
ment failed. The President not only 
told Senator Aldrich and Chairman 
Payne that he would not withdraw 
from his position in favor of this tax, 
but that he was assured of sufficient 
votes to keep the provision in the bill 
and to insure its adoption in both 
houses. 

The President reiterated this position 
to several of his callers today. : 

Pains were taken at the White House 
today to make it clear that President 
Taft did not send for Messrs, Aldrich 
and Payne on the occasion of last 
night's conference. The conference, it 
was said at the White House, had been 
sought by the legislative leaders. 

Senator Aldrich, it was related, was 
pleased with the President's decision. 
Already committed to the corpcration 
tax, he was anxious that the House 
conferees should understand that this 
tax is purely an administrative meas- 
ure. 

The Senate conferees have suggested 
to the President that he send person- 
ally for Senators to whom pledges to 
stand firm have been given by the Sen- 
ate conferees. The conferees told the 
President that if the Senators would 
release the conferees from their pledges 
the latter would be glad to accept the 
lewer rates. 

The President, it is declared, has 
adopted this suggestion. From al! out- 
ward indications, however, not much 
progress has been made. 

The President, according to the au- 
thoritative information, is still hopeful 
that out of the conference considera- 
tion will come a satisfactory measure.

ONOLULU, July 15.—Twenty cita- 

tions for contempt of court are 
ordering leaders of the Japanese 
strikers’ organization and a number of 
their pickets to show cause why they 
should not be punished. 

It is charged that the order, issued 
by Judge Robinson, restraining the 
strikers from picketing, boycotting, or 
In any manner interfering with labor- 
ers returning to work, has been utterly 
ignored. 

A thoroughly organized picket sys- 
tem, it is alleged, is being maintained 
by the strikers, and the police declare 
that they have secured as evidence 
written passes issued by the leaders, 
granting certain individuals permis- 
sion to pass the picket lines estab- 
lished by the strikers’ association.

POETIC JUSTICE. 


HIS STINGINESS COSTS HIM 
TWENTY THOUSAND DOLLARS. 


ACOMA, July 15.—[Exclusive Dis- 

patch.] His own stinginess has 

lost Frank W. Potter land valued 
at $20,000. 

The Supreme Court today reversed 
the decision of the Lincoln County 
Court in the case of Sadie Copenharver 
and others against Frank W. Potter 
and others, and set aside deeds to 
lands valued at $20,000.

WASHINGTON, July 16.—{Exclo- 
sive Dispatch.}] “High prices for food- 
stuffs in the United States cannot be 
justified,” said Secretary Wilson of 
the Department of Agriculture today,

“While the population of the United 
States has been steadily increasing 
through the usual additions at home 
and from immigration, the cultivated 
area of the country is decreasing. 
Thousands of acres formerly raising 
products that made the food of tho 
country have gone back to pasture. 
The farmers simply cannot get the 
men to raise crops, |

“Most of the immigrants are of Ba 
use in the western country.

“It is.a pity that our laws will not 
allow American farmers to import real 
farmers from Europe who know how to 
do the work.”

CLOSED SHOP MEANS RESTRICTION OF OUTPUT, SACRIFICE OF 
INDIVIDUALITY AND MONOPOLY OF LABOR. 


HE closed shop is an institution 

created, by, and for the establish- 

ment of which, organized labor 
bends its efforts more strenuously 
than for any other of its many con- 
tentions with employers, writes John 
Kirby, Jr., general manager of the 
Dayton Manufacturing Company, Day- 
ton, O., in American Industries, 

In fact, the closed shop is the one 
thing needful, for the solid entrench- 
ment of organized labor in the indus- 
trial field whereby it may possess full 
power to control industrial conditions 
and to enforce its policies with respect 
to how, and by whom, work shall be 
performed, the productiveness of the 
workman, and the compensation that 
shall be paid for a given amount of 


labor produced In other words, 
the closed shop the real 
hone of contention between labor 
and capital for supremacy in 


the management of work shop, 4s well 
as in all other fields of manual! labor, 
and upon its success or faiiure de- 

ds the settlement of the vital ques- 
tion. Shall the employer or the em- 
ployé dictate the conditions of busi- 
ness in which the employer's capital 
is invested and in which the employé 


has no capital interest? 

The proposition is fundamentally 
wrong from an economic, if from no 
other, standpoint, because it throttles 
initiative and destroys the ambition 
to surpass in skill and productiveness, 
thereby barricading the road to prog- 
ress and development. 

Capital and labor are the two factors 
which produce wealth, and the greater 
the amount of labor production to the 
capital employed the greater will be 
the proportion of wealth produced, 
Therefore, any system which curtaiis 
production also curtalle wealth, re- 
duces the amount of money for dais: 
tribution among laborers and dimin- 
jishes the purchasing power of the do!l- 
lar because of the increased cost of 
production necessitated by the lesser 
per capita production 

The closed shop, meaning, as it 
does, restriction of output and appren- 
tices, and a monopoly of labor by a 
labor trust, must of necessity operate 
to the common injury of all the peo- 
ple, and the greatest sufferer is bound 
to be the laborer himeelf. 

Then, too, the closed shop means the 
exciusion from employment of all who 
are not members of the labor trust 
which {it represents, and as its sole 
purpose is monopoly, it will confine its 
memberships within such limits as it 
may see fit and consign those work- 
men whom it excludes to the mercy of 
charity, or to starvation

EALITY OF 
RAILROADING. 


ENORMOUS BUSINESS OF TRANS. 
PORTATION. 


Money Made and Disbursed by 
the Railroads of the Country and 
the Vast intricate System’ With the 
Earnings, Profits and the Thous- 
ands of Workers on the Lines. 


[New York Times:] The biggest 
business in the country is railroading. 

if all the railroads in the country 
(there are 2600 of them) could hoard 
from day to day the money they 
gather in for moving passengers and 
freight, at the end of a year there 
wouldn't be a dollar left anywhere 
else in tie country. Every piece of 
metal and paper currency in the coun- 
try would be in the railroad treas- 
uries. 


The railroads earn in a year five 
times the whole world’s output of gold, 
thirty times this country’s gold out- 
put; they take in four times as much 
money as the steel corporation, five 
times as much money as the govern- 
ment itself—more money than is rep- 
resented in all our trade over seas. 

It's s big business that takes in 
$2.600,000,000 in a year; this ig $7,000,000 
a day—seven mijlion dollars a day! 

And $3,500,000 of this money, every 
day of the year, goes into the pay en- 
velopes of the workers. For half the 
money gathered in by the rallroads— 
half of the $2,600,000,000 a year—is the 
workers’ share of this biggest of Amer- 
ican businesses. So in two years the 
railroad workers receive in their pay 
envelopes as much money as there is 
in circulation in the whole country. 

Big figures these! There is the hum- 
ble trackmen, usually an alien from 
the slums of Europe, who doggedly 
obeys the orders of the track foreman. 
Out of every $100 gathered in by the 
railroads, $6 goes to him-—five times 
as much goes to the road officials. The 
figures are big, you see, whether you 
start from the bottom or the top. 

Let us see what becomes of every 
$100 received by the railroads in their 
two-and «-half-billion-dollar business.

When you look over this billion-dol- 
lar pay Troll you get an idea of the big- 
[ness of railroading. Take the smallest 
Item on the list $28,000,000 paid 
wages to telegraphers and dispatchers, 
an army of 40,000 men “at the key.” 
| This is more money than all the tele- 
graph coenpanies in the country spend 
in wager 

And then the item at the top of the 
list--$210,000,000 in wages to shopmen. 
You know, perhaps, that railroads have 
shops. they mend broken wheels and 
put new paint on cars. 

Did you ever know that the railroad 
shops of the country employ an afmy 
of 350,00) men, earning $200,000,000 a 
year in wages? This repair end of the 
railroad business is bigger than the 
business of the stee| corporation itself 
—more men and more wages. 

The army of shopmen has a big job. 
in the shops of the big railroads loco- 
motives and care are built as well ab 
repaired. The smaller roads buy their 
equipment from the independent build- 
ers, but there is no road so small but 
that it has tts shops for repairing 
equipment. The railroads own 2,200,000 
cars, of which 50,000 are passenger cars. 
Made up into one train, these cars 
would stretch around the earth, and to 
every fortieth car there would be a lo- 
comotive, fer the railroads have 55,000 


woman and child in America in this 
train, allowing only forty passengers 
to a car. It's the business of the third 
of a million shopmen to keep these 
two-and-a-quarter million cars and lo- 
‘ecomotives in running order. 

A bieger army stil) is that on the 
track—-430,000 men, made up of 45,000 
section foremen-— the bosses —and 385,000 
humble workers, the lowest pald men 
in the service, averaging $8 a week. 
Rut they take $6 out of every $100 of 
railroad revenue, or $150,000,00@ a year. 
and no small part of this money finds 
its way ‘back to “the old country.” 
Many 4 good American citizen of today 
earned his first money in this country 
as a member of a track gang. 

THIRD LARGEST RAILROAD 
ARMY. 

The train crews, with 320,000 engine- 
men, firemen, conductors and trainmen, 
make up the third largest railroad 
army, but they head the wage list with 
285,000 a year. They get more than a 


dolier out of every ten received by the 
railroads.

The rail- 
roads earned last year, gross, $2,600,000, . 
000. The small end of the ralfiroad 
business is the passenger traffic. 
receipts from  900.000,000 passengers 
were $570,000.000. The average rate 
paid was a trifle over 2 cents a mile. 
The figures show that the average 
American made ten railroad trips in 
the year, of an average length of thir- 
ty-two miles, paying $6.50 for the serv- 
ice+s0, 320 miles appears to be the 
avefage yearly travel of the American 
on the railroads. The raliroads also 
received more than $100,000,000 carry- 
ing mai! and express matter, mostly 
on passenger trains. 

But the 2,000,000 freight cars are the 
big earners. They brought in $1,800,- 
000,000 last year, five times ag much 
money as all the gold mines of the 
country produced, four and a half times 
as much money as al) the gold mines 
of the world produced. Great is the 
American freight car, even if it does 
go banging along on fiat wheels. It 
earned this huge amount of money 
by sheer work, for it charged only 
three-fourths of a cent for carrying 
a ton of freight a mile. But even three- 
fourths of a cent a ton runs inte 
money pretty fast‘in the bie way we 
run our railroads. A fifty-ton car. at 
this average rate, earns 37% cents a 
mile; this is $18.75 a mile for the fifty- 
car train—and in the %2000-mile jour- 
ney across the country this runs up tc 
$56,000. Big cars and long hauls make 
possible the low American freight 
rates. 

WHERE FREIGHT COMES FROM. 

A word as to where all the freight 
comes from. More than half of all the 
tonnage carried on the railroads is the 
product of the mine third is coa! 
and coke. The soft tonnage is 
enormous—a quarter of all the traffic 
—because this is the great fuel in in- 
dustrial plants from Coast to Coast. 
Hard coal—the householders’ fuel—is 
a big item.in freight, but not nearly 
so big as soft coal. Manufactures stand 
next to mine. products in importance, 
with about a seventh ‘of the total ton- 
nage, and in this class the steel] indus- 
try takes the lead.

Nests of the Jungle Fowl. 

In Australia are to be found the 
largest. heaviest and most peculiar 
nests in the world. These are the nests 
of the jungle fowl, so called, and are 
built in the form of great mounds, the 
average measurement in height being 
fifteen feet and the circumference 150 
feet. The nests are erected in sectud- 
ed, sheltered spots; and, as in the case 
of the small nests of birds, they are 
skillfully interwoven with leaves, grass 
and twigs and such other suitable ma- 
terfal as the fow! may be able to pro- 
cure. A similar system is followed by 
the bosh turkey. whose home is, how- 
ever, more comprehensive in design. Its 
shape is pyramidal. It has been as- 
serted by Australian naturalista that 
the nests of the bush turkey, which 
live in colonies, are so large that to 
move them requires the services of six 
or seven men. The material of a sin- 
gle nest has been found to weigh up- 
ward of five tons.—{London Globe.

SURGICAL WORK. 


AN ALMOST BLOODLESS METHOD 
OF OPERATING. 

Appendix Can Be Cut Off and Pa- 
tient Can Walk Home Without In- 
convenience—Only Slight Shock to 


the Nervous System is Suffered 
Thereby.

propriate natnme to apply to the meth- 
ods of an entirely new school of sur- 
gery. It is claimed that this new 
system of surgery makes it possible 
to extract your appendix or one of 
your ribs in the course of a pleasant 
afternoon call, and send you on your 


way rejoicing. They have reduced 
bleod-letting to a minimum in sur- 
gical operations. They have made 


it possible to perform any of the here- 
tofore dreaded “major surgical opera- 
tions” withoyt the usual complicated 
system of previous medication and to 
pass @ patient on from their operat- 
ing tables to a day's work in his gar- 
den or his office. They have abolished 
the tedious after-nursing, the 
dreaded period of hospital conva- 
leecence. With them it is simply a 
case of “operations perfornied while 
you wait,” just the same as a man 
calling at the cobbler’s to have the 
shoes he is wearing half-soled. 

The new system might be called 
“bloodless surgery’ with as good a 
right to the title as can be, but the 
members of the school do not call it 
that. They haven't any officia] name 
jas yet, and probably never will have. 
|The only name now in use for the 
identification of their methods Is the 
“Rome plan,” because of the fact that 
Dr. William B. Reid, one of the found- 
ers of the new school, and one of its 
most successful practitioners, began 
his experiments in Rome, N. Y. They 
are ardent vivisectionists to a man, 
because every one of them entered 
the practice of surgery through vivi- 
section, and last spring, when the Lee- 
Johnson anti-vivisection bills were in- 
troduced at Albany, they appeared in 
a body to oppose their passage. 

The button-hook or the _ crochet 
needle is the best description that can 
be given to the lay mind of the in- 
etrument the new school of surgeons 
uses jn place of the knife to force an 
opening, where a knife would make an 
incision. In an operation for appendi- 
citis, for example, instead of the usual 
four or five-inch so-called Mc Burney 
cut, a tiny opening is made in the flash 
just large enough to admit the en- 
trance of the “crochet hook.’ 

Then begins a delicate manipulation 
of the flesh. The flesh, they clan, is 
nothing more than a fabric. The tissue 
is built up of “fibre,” just as wool, 
cloth or other fabric. It has grain and 
texture. Through the first tiny open- 
‘ng, through epidermis, cuticle or mus- 
the elastic fibres are pushed aside, 


cle, 
layer by layer, by stretching. Veins 
and arteries when encountered are 


drawn to one side, just as are liga- 
ments and fiesh fibre. 

There is no cutting; only separation, 
by simple yet skillful use of the “‘teas- 
ing needle.” Through the opening 
the appendix is removed. 
The Bpening closes naturally, just as a 
bundle of taut elastic bands assume 
their origifial place in regard to each 
other when pressure is removed. These 
surgeons do not assert that it is a 
bloodless method, but they say that 
when they have concluded an opera- 
tion there are no torn and severed 
fibres to be united by slow growth and 
painful treatment. 

The dread of an operation, as it is 
usually performed, is due to the cut- 
ting and the long period of inaction, 
to say nothing of the pain involved in 
mending and surviving the shock to 


the body. The wonderful part of the 
new theory and a's is its sim- 


plicity. and statistics seem to bear out 
the claims as to its practical success. 

A surgeon of the new “button-hook” 
schoo] has the record of 103 operations 
for appendicitis without 
patient. And the patients in this rec- 
ord of 103 successful cases without a 
failure were from a working popule- 
tion—mechanics, laborers, hum bie 
housewives, to whom the expense of a 
hospital recuperation would have 
meant the outlay of a lifetime of sav- 
ings. 

The whole philosophy of the 100 per 
cent. record which the Rome plan doc- 
tors claim is, according to their asser- 
tions, the minimizing of the loss of 
blood, and so preserving the strength 
of the patient by reducing the possi- 
bility of reaction. Anesthetics form an 
important part in the successful prac- 
tice of button-hook surgery, but these 
men have no new wrinkles not accept- 
ed by the profession at large. 

Another proud record of the new 
school is five Caesarean sections—the 
most serious of all operations—with- 
out a failure. Dr. Reid performed an 
abdominal operation on a woman of 
% years, Mrs. Mahoney of Rome, a 
unique experience in the annals of sur- 
gery. He tells laughingly of a little 
girl who was #0 delighted at finding 
that she could walk home after being 
operated on for dppendicitis that she 
had her brother snapshot her out walk- 
ing half an hour after leaving the op- 
erating table.

K RUTTSCHNITT . 
DENIES RUMOR. 


SCOUTS IDEA OF ELECTRIFYING 
ESPEE DIVISION. 


- -- 


Says Use of Water Power on Sac- 
ramento Section Has Been Con- 
sidered But Not Determined Upon. 
Believes Locomotives Recently Or- 
dered by Company Are O.K. 


(PY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


CHICAGO, July 15.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Reports from New York in- 
dicating that E. H. Harriman had au- 
thorized the expenditure of millions for 
the electrification of the Southern Pa- 
cife were scouted today by Julius 
Kruttschnitt, director of maintenance 
and way of the Union Pacific-Southern 
Pacific system. 

Mr. Kruttschnitt not only denied that 
electrification of any of the Southern 
Pacific lines was in prospect, but as- 
serted that two of the biggest steam 
locomotives in the world, which re- 
cently passed through Chicago for 
gervice on the heavy mountain grades, 
were plenty good enough for some 
time to come. In fact, he said, twen- 
ty-one more had been ordered. 

Mr. Kruttschnitt admitted many in- 
vestigations have been made for util- 
izing the water power along thé 
Southern Pacific, but declared no de- 
cision had been reached. 

“We are still studying electrical op- 
eration and water power development,” 
he #aid. “Recent improvements in 
electrical operation are evidence that 
we did right in proceeding’ slowly. 
However, we have never tontemplated 
electrifying any portion of the line ex- 
cept the section of the Sacramento di- 
vision over the mountains for a dis- 
tance of about 110 miles, between the 
sea-level] point on the west, and the 
base of the interior plateau.” 


WANTS TWO LINES.

If you remove 
that from which flies come, according to Philistine 
theology, the flies will disappear of their own vo- 
lition. If you kill off all the flies and leave that 
on which they fatten, there will be more germs, 
more sickness, more death in the world, not less. 

Flies are diminutive buzzards. In the.tropics ex- 
perience has taught mankind to protect these big 
winged ecavengers, not destroy them. Remove the 
birds that remove the carrion and the tropics would 
be uninhabitable because of fevers. The common 
black and brown peopie of Panama seem wiser than 
the learned pundits of the United States and of 
England. 

We would better encourage the multiplication of 
the fly than exterminate the race, unless we first 
remove the filth on which he and the noxious germ 
feed. In taking his daily ration the fly removes 
multimillieons of fever germs and keeps the world 
fit for the habitations of men. If the human race 


will keep their houses and environment free from 


all decaying matter the flies will not molest us.

RETE, BONE OF CONTENTION. 

The Young Turk is to try an old dodge. For 
centuries when thrones have been tottering those 
who sat thereon have been wont to plunge their 
people into foreign wars to divert attention from 
home affairs and arouse patriotic fervor at the ex- 
pense of countless human lives. 

Greece is a small power, safe to attack if left 
alone. The provinces at the mouths of the Danube 
are too strong to be provoked. 

The center of the threatened storm is Crete. The 
people of the island wish to be definitely and for- 
ever free from Turkey. They would a 
part of the kingdom of Greece. That would be the 
proper disposition to make of Crete. . 

We are told that its affairs are now administered 
by a commission under certain powers, appointed 
to guard the destinies of Crete. These powers have 
no ness, in strict justice, to meddle in the af- 
fairs of the island: But that does not matter. Jus- 
tice is not the basis on which European policies 
rest. If Crete were somewhere else, these powers 
would not care a straw for its fate. If Suda Bay 
were not a fine harbor, so easily protected, they 
— not be so much interested in the fate of 

rete. 

Take a map of Europe and note the position of 
Crete. It commands the entrance to the Suez 
Canal and that to the Dardanelles at the same 
time. Suda Bay is a fine harbor with facilities for 
defense as good as those at Malta. How England 
would love to control Crete! If Austria could se- 


-cure the island, what an advantage the Teutonic 


interests of Europe would have! Gibraltar would 
be practically useless if Crete were in the hands 
of a great power. The big rock on the tail end 
of Spain guards the entrance to the Mediterranean. 
Crete commands the sea itself. With Crete in the 
hands of Great Britain, the path to India would 
be doubly safe. With the island in hostile hands, 
that path would be anything but secure, 

With these conditions so well understood, there 
will be no war between Turkey and Greece unless 
the position of the Young Turks is desperate and 
they brave fate in the shape of combined Europe. 
If they do take their fortune in their hands and 
tisk all on so desperate a throw, there will be a 
mix-up in Europe to prevent any change. Suda 
Bay will not be permitted to become the possession 
of any nation without a struggle against it on the 
part of all Europe. The control of Constantinople 
itself is scarcely to be reckoned after that of Crete, 
for if a great sea power could get possession of 
Crete the city on the Golden Horn would be threat-

ILL TEXAS GAIN ANYTHING? 
‘ The government of the State of Texas, 


through its Secretary of State, is about to forfeit. 


the charters and permits to do business of. over 
two thousand domestic and foreign corporations 
because they refused to pay to the State a 
franchise tax due on the first of last May. 

Now, this action will, no doubt, be hailed with 
approbation by some of our people." We venture 
the uncomplimentary remark, meant in all kind- 
ness, that they do not think carefully, exhaustively 
or profoundly who hold this view. 

What ‘will the people of Texas gain by this dras- 
tic action on the part of the government? These 
corporations will go out of business in the State 
of ‘Texas and the State will not get the income 
aimed at in levying this tax. Therefore the at- 
tempt is abortive. These corporations were, no 
doubt, of great convenience and benefit in the main 
to the people of the State. Their departure will 
inflict injury upon Texas. 

The unwise character of legislation of this kind 
consists in forgetfulness of the fact that charters 
may be had in other States where sentiment is not 
so hostile to corporations, It may be all very well 
for the people of Texas to conceive and cultivate a 
hostile sentiment toward corporations on general 
principles, but that feeling is not and will got be 


entertained by the people of the United States in 
general. It will not be necessary for a corporation 
to seek a franchise to do business from the State 
of Texas. That can be had elsewhere. As to the 
permit to do business in the State for corporations 
deriving their franchises elsewhere, there is likely 
to come a revision of such State action at the hands 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission. If a 
State can forbid any concern from carrying on 
business within a State or can pass laws whose ef- 
fect will be such prohibition, any State can well 
override the interstate-commerce law. We under- 
stand that the Texas mode of getting around this 
point is subtle. Possibly the State may have a 
right to levy a license tax in any way the people 
may see fit, and such right may be upheld finally 
by the Supreme Court of the United States. 

But the point is in the question, “What do the 
people of Texat gain by such drastic laws, con- 
ceived in an evident hostility to corporations on 
general principles?” The direct effect is to drive 
all corporations from sccking a State franchise 
where such laws exist. Such drastic laws will tend 
to lessen competition in any given line of business, 
and here again there is no evident benefit to be 
derived to the people from that result. 

Texas is a great State and Texans are a great 
people. We have many of them in California and 
they are among our best citizens, but it is earnestly 
to be hoped that they will leave their Texan notions 
of legislation on econdmic conditions in the long- 
horn State when they pack their trunks to come 
to Los Angeles. | 


SLERISM PASSES. 

In New York June 30 of this year an old man 
stood on the platform of a public school and pre- 
sented diplomas to the forty-second elass which 
had been graduated under him as principal. Jo- 
siah H. Zabriskie had taught in another school 
twenty-five years, so that as he retired it was after 
sixty-seven years spent in the public schools of 
New York. Every teacher declared that Prof. 
Zabriskie had “just reached the height of his 
powers and is probably the most up-to-date princi- 
pal in town.” One of his pupils in the school in 
Greenwich street between the years 1854 to 1859 
was present and told what a maker of men the 
old pedagogue had proved himself. This was Ed- 
ward Lauterbach. The speaker said Prof. Zabris- 
kie’s distinguishing traits were “kindness of 
heart, and sympathy and a desire to see the boys 
have a good time.” 

Dr. Osler reached the limit of age he set for 
usefulness on the part of man the other day; and 
at 60 went back to fill his chair in the University 
of Oxford.

A CHINESE DIRECTORY. 


Stupendous Job Undertaken by a San 
Franciscan Unlike Anything 
Heretofore Done. 


{San Francisco Globe:] Staggering 
in its stupendousness, bewtidering in 
its ramifications and details, is the 
task that has been nearly completed 
by Wong Kum, the only Chinese em- 
ployed in the San Francisco postoffice 
department. 

Wong has undertaken nothing less 
than the remarkable task of publish- 
ing a directory of all the Chinese emi- 
grants, in the world. Think of it—a 
directory of all the Mongolians who 
have left the flowery kingdom to 
seek a fortune in the outer world. 
They have gone to the four corners 
of the earth; they are fishing In many 
seas, they are digging gold in out of 
the way mines, they are*cooking in 
obscure logging camps, they are run- 
ning laundries in hundreds of villages, 
they are scattered over the face of 
this wide world, yet there are few 
of them who are not down in this 
uge 2500-page book that Wong has 
nearly completed. 

The Chinese government has or- 
dered several thousand copies of this 
book for use in its local postoffices. 
The directory includes besides the 
names of emigrants the addresses of 
every Chinese business firm in the 
world outside of the remote interior of 
China. 

Wong's agents have thoroughly 
canvassed North and South America, 
Europe, Asta, Africa and Australia 
and even the islands of the sea. All 
have vielded their quota of names. 

In the pursuance of his duties as 
official Chinese interpreter in the local 
postoffice at station No. 2 on Jackson 
street, Mr. Wong found that Kum 
Shaan (Gold Hill.) the Chinese name 
for California, represented the out- 
side world to the majority of his 
countrymen. Letters intended to 
reach every quarter of the globe came 
to the local postoffice addressed simply 
“California.” These were advertised 
In the Chinese World, a Chinese 
newspaper 'n which Mr. Wong has an 
interest, free of charge. 

In many instances this publicity 
brought a response. In others a let- 
ter to the sender in China was neces- 
sary to obtain the full address. 
Usually the family name guided him 
to the family headquarters in San 
Francisco, where information could 
be had. The great diversity of spell- 
ing of the Chinese names was a 
hindrance hard to overcome. With 
the Chinese characters it is practically 
removed. Sing Lee may be Shang 
Lay when accompanied by the proper 
hieroglyphics to explain the sounds, 
which to an ear not attuned to Chi- 
nese tones have the same ring.

JURY DECIDES IN CASE OF A 
DESTROYED PAPER. 


Instrument Executed by Christian 
K. Wood Geveral Years Ago and 
Afterward Committed to Flames 

+ te Pronounced Valid for the Dis- 
position of the Estate. 


The “lost will” of Christian K. Wood, 
who died December 35, 1#6, involving 
the disposition of property on Maple 
avenue, worth $20,000,,was decided yes- 
terday in Judge Rives’ court by 4 jury 
im favor of the daughter of the de- 
ceased, Mrs. Maggie Purviance of Ar- 
tesia. 


_ The action was brought to have the 
“lost will” admitted to probate The 
Plaintiff’ was Mrs. Janie Brown, as as- 
signee, against Frank Wood, of Comp- 
ton a son of the testator. The jury 
reached a decision in a short time, the 
vote standing 11 to 1—three-fourtha, of 
the jury only being necessary to deter- 
mine the matter. The result of the 
litigation means that Mrs. Purviance 
will enjoy the entire estate left by her 
father for, according to the provisions 
of the will pronounced his last testa- 
ment by the verdict of the jury, Chris- 
tlan K. Wood hed already given Frank 
his share of the estate. 

Christian K. Wood was born in Mis- 
souri in 1823 and came te Los Angeles 
county in 1884. He lived in Pasadena 
for some time, but afterward bought 
thirty acres at Artesia, and thirty-five 
acres near Compton. It was arranged 
that Frank should take the Arteaja 
property as part of his inheritance and 
pay the father an,annuity of $250*a, 
year. Afterward Christian K. Wood 
made a deal with Frank by which the 
son deeded back the Artesia land to 
the father and took the Compton prop- 
erty, assuming a mortage of $1700, 
but being released from the paying the 
annuky. The daughter, Mrs. Maggie 
Purviance, got ten acres of the Artesia 
land and Frank moved to Compton. 
The tatner then sold twenty acres of 
the Artesia land and invested the pro- 
ceeds in the property at No. 724 Maple 
avenue, now worth about $20,000, which 
was all of the holdings of which Wood 
was seized at the time of his death. 

In 1888 Wood made a hand written 
will giving all his property to Maggie, 
and declaring that he had already al- 
lotted Frank his share of his estate. 
In January, 1902, he executed a type- 
written will, which was the instrument 
‘that afterward disappeared. In Sep- 
tember, 19056, he made a new will the 
contents of which are in dispute but 
were relied upon to revoke the will of 
1902. The will of 1902 was burned the 
same day the will of 1905 was made, 
and the will of 1905 was destroyed after 
the deed giving Frank Wood the Maple 
avenue property was signed. This was 
done on October 11, 1906, seven weeks 
before_the old man died. 

His children took their father away 
from his Maple avenue home June 1, 
1906, and with him went his papers. It 
was alleged on the part of the daughter 
that the 1902 will was with him at that 
time, and that it had disappeared 
through the machinations of her 
brother, who was to profit by the later 
will, the 1992 document now pronounced 
the real will of Wood giving the Maple 
avenue home to her. Wood stayed at 
Artesia three months and then went 
to make his home with Frank at Comp- 
ton, September 1, 1905. where he re- 
mained until his death. Four weeks 
after going there he made his last will 
giving Maggie Purviance nothing, and 
one year later. executed a deed to 
Frank for the Maple-avenue property. 

It was contended by Mrs. Purviance 
that her father was not competent to 
make hie last will and that he was un- 
der the influence of her brother in 
drawing the jnstrument, a contention 
was appro by the jury. The de- 
cision will have the effect of mullify- 
ing the deed, and the daughter will get 
her share of the estate. George L. 
Sanders represented the daughter. and 
Will D. Gould, who was a witness to 
one of the wills, appeared for Frank 
Wood.

HOW WIFE RAISED MONEY. 

“Your honor, IT thank you.”

Albert F. Graf, a practicing physician 
of No. 424 Bouth Broadway, and Myr- 
tle R. Graf, on a charge of deser- 
tion preferred by Dr. Graf.

Seven years ago wher Dr. Graf 
was employed on the Cunard 
line of steamships running  »be- 
tween New York and Southampton, 
he met and won his wife, the cere- 
mony taking place in Jersey City 
March 4, 1992. His duties kept him at 
sea mort of the time, and during his 
trips hig wife lived in New York. 

I’pon the occasion of one of his re- 
turns, he was surprised to learn that 


Mrs. Graf had gone to Dallas, Tex..

she spent several months there, re- 


turning te New York in 1902, when he 
took her abroad with him, where they 


remained three months touring the 
continent During her residence Th 
Dallas he sent money to her, af one 


time giving her $2000 for the purchase 
of property in Dallas, which she pre- 
tende? she had an opportunity to buy. 
The purchase was never made, 
appeared

Winter of 1802 she went 


of the swell hotels, while the hus«- 
band was contented with less palatial 
accommodations at another place. He 
asked his wife to join him at his 
boarding-house, and she did go there 
for a few days, but soon left again, 
this time going to another expensive 
hosteiry. where she registered under 
her maiden name, Myrtle Raymond. 

It was evident that Dr. Graf knew 
more about the history of his wife 
than he cared to tell in court, but 
he did volunteer the information, in 
response to a question as to where 
she got the money to st at the 
expensive hotels of New York, that he 
understood she secured it from a num- 
ber of men in Gotham, “high up in 
the financial world of that city,” as 
he put it, but no names were men- 
tioned. He also testified that his wife 
had made a number of trips to Wash- 
ington, where she was successful in 
getting money. They separated in 
Philadelphia February 23, 19093, after 
an interview in which she tively 
refused to live with him, t gave 
no reason. 

A deposition of a guest at the Vic- 
toria, who knew the couple there, was 
read, stating that Dr. Graf dressed his 
wife luxuriously and that she had all 
the money she wanted. 

The following extract is taken from 
the last letter sent to Dr. Graf. It 
is dated at one of the New York 
hotels, April 21, 1968: “I also say 
Albert, it is all my fault. I blame 
no one but myself. I feel very bad 
and I also know I am not worthy of 
you. You have been true and loyal 
to me, and I am the one who has 
done wrong. I take all of the blame. 
I am so sorry that I ever came into 
your life.” 


ETHEL MITCHELL TESTIFIES. 
SHAME STORY OVER AGAIN. 


The testimony in the William C. 
Mitchell murder trial yesterday was 
largely devoted to evidence tending 
to Show that the accused is a young 
man of weak mind and that he is 
known to many of his friends and ac- 
quaintances as being addicted to some 
— habite marking a low men- 
tality. 

Ethel Mitchell, the cause of the kill- 
ing of Ceci! Thayer, was on the stand 
@ part of the day, but she added lit- 
tle or nothing to the sum of informa- 
tion, eo far as the t edy concerns 
her, that is not already known. Her 
testimony was along the lines offered 
on the former hearing. 

She said that after she was placed 
in the Door of Hope, Thayer often 
called to see her, representing himself 
as a messenger boy and delivering to 
her a number of messages. He also 
telephoned to her many times, pretend- 
ing to be her brother. She told him 
not to call her up on the telephone 
as it was causing talk. He attended 
the same church with the girls from 
the Door of Hope and on Christmas 
eve met her at the church and made 
an engagement to see her the next 
day at Hollenbeck Park, an arrange- 
ment that was carried out that aft- 
ernoon about 2 o'clock. 

She deciared that she told young 
Thayer that she would be compelled 
to remain at the Door of Hope about 
a year. and he said he would tele- 
phone her and they would arrange to 
run away. 

The witnesses who furnished the 
testimony tending to prove the eccen- 
tricities of young Mitchell were J. I. 
Alvarez, who worked with Mitchell at 
the Baker Iron Works: Dan W.

FOR ALLEGED NEGLIGENCE. 


Are the authorities of a hospital re- 
sponsible for the death of a patient? 
That tesue is joined in an action 
brought by Blanche E. Wilbur, who 
sues the Emergency Hospital Associ- 
ation and the American Hospital As- 
sociation for $50,000 damages. on ac- 
count of the death of her son, Eugene 
L. Wilbur, in August, 1908. 

The complaint recites that in July. 
1908, the boy, who was then 17 years 
of age, waa attacked by pleuro-pneu- 
monia, and taken to the Emergency 
Hoepital for treatment. It is alleged 
that he was delirious and that -his 
needs required the attention of trained 
nurses, 

This attention was given him for 
some time, but a short while before 
hie teath the nurses were withdrawn, 
so it is alleged, it being represented 
that they were no longer necessary. 
It is also alleged that the hospital peo- 
ple would not allow the mother to 
—- with the patient during the 
night. 

On Auguet 1, 1908. so it ie averred, 
the boy got up from his bed and, 
there being po one to restrain him, 
he drank a giase of bichloride of mer- 
cury, with the result that he died 
from its effects. It is set forth that 
negligence on the part of the hospital 
physicians and nurses was responsible 
for the boy's death, and tudgment i« 
accord tee sought for the amount 
stated.

Coalinga Pipe Line and Agree on 
Proposition That Additional Res- 
ervoirs Shall Be Constructed in 
the Kern River Field. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMBDS.] 


BAKERSFIELD, July 15.—({Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Contrary to current 
rumor, neither the question of the di- 
rectorate nor of the management of 
the Associated Oi] Company had any 
place in the proceedings of the board 
of directors at the meeting held here 
today. 

The details of the Port Costa-Coal- 
inga pipe line were gone over and, 
among other things, it was agreed that 
additional reservoirs for storing 1,- 
000,000 barrels of ol] shall be con- 
structed in the Kern River field. The 
contract for the first of these is to be 
let at once, the capacity to be 600,000 
barrels and a second reservoir of simi- 
lar size will be built before the end 
of the year. 

To a representative of The Times 
Secretary ©. Scribner said after the 
meeting: “We have more oll than 
we know what to do with now and 

shall have 4,000,000 
barrels in storage.” 


Mr. Scribner declined to say whether 
the Coalinga-Port Costa pipe line will 
be continued to McKittrick. The ma- 
terial for the line, including equip- 
ment for the pumping stations, has 
been purchased and the company has 
its right of way complete for the en- 
tire line. Aside from these considera- 
tions, the directors transacted merely 
routine news. 

Mr. Scribner defiled that the com- 
pany is to drill 100 new wells in the 
Kern River field. “We are drilling 
some wells on the Wolverine and other 
leases,” said he,
